RAIL EXECUTIVES 

REFUSE PROPOSAL 
TO SETTLE STRIKE 

Seniority IU|rh<N of SIrtkrrN >Vas the 
Big IMffrreiire and ItJillroad llesns 
Dbband .Wectlng Wlthoit 
Action. 

New York, August 2. — The railway 
exeoutlves of the nation Tueaday firm- 
ly but courteously rejected the pro- 
gram advanood by the Harding admin- 
istration for aettlement of the rail 
atrlke. 

Willing to accept condltlonaAy two 
auggestions put forward by the White 
Houae— that both sides abide by wage 
deeialons of the Railroad Labor Doard 
and that lawBulta apringing out of the 
atrlke be withdrawn— the heada of Hs 
roada declared eniiih.ilually that ll 
waa linposslMe to rein^itate Blrikcr.< 
with unimpaired aeniorlly rlt;hta, the 
third provision In the ITesldenl's plan 

After belnn told by Robert S l.ov- 
ctt of the I'nion ra< ific that there wOh 
no moral or prartleal reason for liiKltr 
Inft from their posilionB, the e\ecu- 
tlvep dlHhaiiiled. c .iiii:lit the first triihi'^ 
for their ri'spei i he lieadiiuarters am! 
Indliaied that iliey were Kolni; aheai' 
and would (ii.er:ii.- their roads with tlx 
forri's they had asseriihled Hinee the 
ahopmen walked out on July 1. 

The declHlon not lo yield on the 
quealloM of aenlorlty was made known 
to the White llouae by telegraph after 
the rail heads had listened to a twen- 
ly-nilnute addrcaa by Socretar}- ot 
Commerce Hoover, who, as direct rop- 
resantntivcs of the President, told 
them In elTect that the administration 
held the seniority question of minor 
importance in comparison with that 
of upholding the Railroad Labor 
Board. 

Thia action was taken in the face 
of a letter from Preaident Hardinp 
addreased to T. DeWlft Cuyler. chair- 
man of the American AsKoclatlon of 
Railway Executlvea .embrdylni; "ilie 
terms of nKreement na I unilerst.-mil 
thetii ui>on which the railway ninna:; 
era and i.Miled shoii eraft workers an 
to nrrree preliminary to l allini.' off the 
exIstInK strike." 

I'repldent Ilardinu had rioted his 
letter with these two sentences 

■'I need hardly aild that I have r'.-i 
son to believe ilu ^e tmiis will he in - 
cepted by the workers If there is 
good reoBon whv ili. miiiauers can 
not accept, tbey will he ohllRaled to 
open direct neu-otintlona or naaunie 
full reaponsibillty for the situation." 

In addition Secretary Hoover had 
urged upon the executlvea at their 
morning sesalon when the text of the 
Harding letter waa read, that settle- 
ment of the rail strike was Imperative 
In Tlew of the complicating conditions 
Introduced by the coal strike.

Dr. Aleiaader Onihaa Bell Died Eariy | 
Today— Was one of the World's ! 
Greatest HclentistH. | 

Baddeck, N. S., Aug. 2. — . Alexander 
Oraham Bell, 75, Inventor of the tele- 
jjone and one of the country's most 
distinguished ■otbnttata, died here to- 
day. 

Hell was born In Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, .Mandi 3, 1847. lie was graduated 
from several European universities 
and weiA lo Canada in 1S70. settling 
In B. Bton one year later. 

Ho Invented tho telephone while a 
iirofeasor of vocal physiology at Bos- 
ton University In 1876. 

Bell also Invented a phonograph In 
conjunction with C. A. Bell and Sum- 
ner Talntor. Invention of the photo- 
phone. Induction balanee and tele- 
phone probe for deteotlon of bullets in 
the human body also is accredited to 
tho Bolentist. 

Bell was founder of the American 
Asseolatlon for tho Teaching of 
Speech to the Deaf and contributed 
$260,000 fo the oause. 

The governments of France, Eng- 
land and Belgium decorated him In 
reoognitlon of his achievements.

Not a bliow on 
the grounds but would have a bad influence on the young rather than 
a good influence. Leading up to the location of the so-called shows, 
were planted the "joints," many of which were in charge of women, 
who caught many of the visitors by the arm and pulled them to their 
game. Many of the games were of a questionable character. 

This carnival was but a sample of them all. It may be that the 
carnival here last week was not as good as many, but it may also be 
said in truthfulness that it was better than some that have visited 
Maysville in recent years. 

The old-fashioned carnival of t&e better type wiiere all had a 
good time and the general plan of the company seemed to be to en- 
tertain rather than to get the public's money and return nothing, 
seems to have passed.

A friend a few days ago asked us about how much the people of 

Mason county paid in auto and gasoline tax and how much of that 
juoney was spent on Mason county roads. This friend was of the 
opinion that the county received some part of this tax to be used by 
the county on the roads of the county. 

We have investigated and find that up until the present time, the 
peoi)le of Mu.sou county have paid into the State Road Department's 
Treasury for automobile and gasoline license, this year, a total of 
$24,915, not one cent of which goes to the county and all of which 
goes to the State Road Department to spend on roads wherever 
they may see fit. 

Mason county at present has no state roads within its borders 
but our County Judge and Commissioners are makiag special efforts 
to see if they cannot Induce the state road department to spend at 
least a part of the money Ma.son pounfy automobile owners spend in 
license, on the iX)ads of Mason county which are worn out by these 
same automobiles. 

The road proposition is the biggest thing in Kentucky just now 
and will be for several years to come but there must be some equality 
about the state road laws or the people will continue to l>e dissatisfied 
as they are in Mason county at present. The State lioad Depart- ; 
ment's system may be a good one bat we io Mason county know noth 
ing about it. 

MAY8VILLK MUDS PDLMOTOB. 

Two young men under the age of twenty years have been j 
drowned in the Ohio River within the city of Maysville in the past I 
two months. One of these boys was under water too long to have j 
been revived but the other might have been revived had May8\ille 
been equipped with a pulmotor or some other instrument to produce 
artificial breathing. ■ ' 

Several years ago Maysville was asked by the <^lamber of Com- j 
merce to purchase such an equipment to be installed at our fire de- 
partment but the matter was passed. Since that time several of our 
residents have met death beneath the waters of the Ohio, the life, of 
any one of which, would have been worth more to the City of Mays- 
ville than a Iniridi d such instruments migiit cost. 

Physicians in charge of the young man's body who was drowned 
Friday night, called for a pulmotor and the fire department was 
asked to rush such an instrument to the scene of the drowning but 
the department was compelled to inform the physicians that the city 
had not provided the department with this life-saving device. 

Every town located along the Ohio Biver shrould have such 
life-saving instrument at Its fire department. 

.\fter this experience, we hope the city ofHcials will aot in pro- 
viding our city with a pulmotor without further delay.
